The  system  of  pen  rotation  that  is 
provided  in  open  portable  pens  makes 
available  a  clean  plot  for  the  pen  each 
week.  This  minimizes  problems  from 
disease  and  parasites.  Calves  raised 
in  an  open-pen  system  have  been  found 
to  be  healthier  than  those  raised  in  an 
enclosed  barn.

Plan  No.  5991  is  arranged  to  accom- 
modate about  50  head;  plan  5974  is  in- 
tended for  a  herd  of  about  250  head 
but  capacity  may  be  increased  to  1,200;

erations of  600  to  3,000  head.  The 
three  corrals  each  have  a  scale  for 
weighing  the  cattle — an  important  part 
of  performance  testing.
